TUE COOPER ELECTION 
L A W . 
One of the beet things done by the 
legislature of Wisconsin thus far is the 
passage of the bill introduced by Senator 
Cooper, of Racine, to prevent espionage 
at public elections, to secure more fully 
the iLdependtnce of voters, and to en­ 
force the secrecy of the ballot. Practi­ 
cally , it is the Australian system, with 
the Massachusetts form of ticket. 
The act provides that it shall not apply 
to elections for town and village officer8 
where th*re is no provision for the regis­ 
tration of votes. 
Section 2 provides that all ballots oast 
in elections for public officers within this 
state after the 1st day of October 1889, 
and all ballots in mnnicipal elections in 
cities having a population of less than 
50,000, bhall be printed at public expense 
as hereinafter provided. 
St cl ion 3 provides that any convention 
or primary meeting, as hereinafter de­ 
fined, held for the purpose of making 
nominations to public t fine, may nomi­ 
nate candidates for public office to be 
filled by emotion witbin the state. In­ 
dividual voters, to the number and in the 
manner herinafter specified, may also 
nominate candidates for publio office. 
Section 5 contains the following: The 
certificate of nomination shall be in 
writing, end, besides containing the 
nemts of candidates, shall specify as to 
each (I) the c lllce for which he is nomi­ 
nated ; (2) his business and business ad­ 
dress; (3) His place of residence, with 
street and number, if any; (4) the party 
or principle which he represents, ex­ 
pressed in not more than five words. 
Such certificate shall he signed by the 
presiding officer and secretary of each 
convention or primary 
meeting, who 
shall add to their signatures their re. 
spective places of residence, with street 
and number, if any, and,their respective 
businesses; and they shall make oath, 
before an officer qualified to administer 
the same, that the effiante were such of­ 
ficers of 
each convention or primary 
meeting, aid that said certificate and the 
statements therein contained are true to 
the beet of their knowledge and belief. 
Section 6 provides as follows: “ Can­ 
didates for public office may also be 
nominated in the manner following: A 
nomination paper contsining (I) the 
name of the candidate; (2) the office for 
which Le is ne ruinated; (3) bis business; 
(4) his residence, w ith street and number, 
if any; (5) the party or principle which 
he represents, expressed in not mere 
thrn five words, shall be signed by voters 
residing within the political division in 
and for which the officer or enticers are to 
be elected. When the nomination is for 
an c flice to be filled by the voters of the 
entire state rn minotim papers shall be 
signed in the aggregate for each candi­ 
date by not less than I,COO voters of the 
state. N( ruinations of candidates for 
offices to be filled by tLe voters cf a 
county, or ether district cr division less 
than the state, msy be made by nomrna- 
tion papers signed in the aggregate for 
each candidate by voters residing in such 
county, district or other division, not less 
in number than cr e for every IOO persons 
who voted at the w it I needing election 
in the county, distiict or otLcr division, 
but in no case less tLan fifty. Such 
signatures reed not all be appended to 
one paper. 
Section 13 provides: 
“At least seven 
days before an election to fill any publio 
office the county oltrk of each county 
shall cause to be published in at least 
two newspapers, it there be so many, and 
in not more than four, published within 
the county, the nominations to office cer­ 
tified to bim under the provisions of this 
Bot. One such publication shall be 
made in a newspaper which advocates 
the principles of the political party that 
at the last preceeding election cast the 
largest nu in her cf votes; at d another of 
such publications shall be made in a 
newspaper which advocates the princi­ 
ples of the political party that at the last 
preceeding election oast the next largest 
number of votes. 
Section 17 makes provision for the of­ 
ficial ballot, in the following manner: 
“The names of all candidates nominated 
by each party shall be grouped together 
upon the proper ballot and the names of 
candidates for the c ffices c f electors of 
president and vice president shall be ar­ 
ranged in groups as presented in the sev­ 
eral certificates of nomination or nomi­ 
nation papers. There shall be a margin 
on the right side at least one inch wide 
and a reasonable space between the 
namss printed thereon, so that the voter 
may clearly indicate, in the way herein­ 
after provided, the candidate or candi­ 
dates for whom he wishes to vote. The 
ballots thall be so printed as to give to 
etch voter a clear opportunity to desig­ 
nate by a cross marked (X) on the mar­ 
gin at the right cf the name of each can­ 
didate, ss illustrated in the form given 
below, bn choice or candidates and his 
answer to acy question submitted, and 
on the ballot msy he printed such words 
BS will ald the voter to do this, as ‘vote 
for ©ne,’ ‘vote for three,’ ‘yes,” ‘no,’ and 
the like.

The flames rushed after 
with savage fury. 
Mitchell was tele­ 
graphed to for help, and IOO firemen with 
a hook and ladder truck were sent at once. 
The entiro population of Mount Vernon 
and the men from Mitchell met the furious 
flames on the outskirts of tho town and 
fought with desperation, but in vain.

laws of this state. After preparing hie 
bellote, the eUotcr shall fold ejch of 
them so that the face of the ballot shall 
be concealed, and so that the printed en­ 
dorsement and the signiture or initial of 
the ballot clerks thereon may be seen* 
He shall then vote forthwith and before 
leaving the polling place,

The Stranded M an-of-W ar May Vet be ' 
Saved. 
S ydney, N. S. W., April 4.—Tho Brit­ 
ish man-of-war Calliope, which escai>ed 
possible destruction in Apia bay during 
tho cyclone thoro on March 15 and IG by 
being able to put to sea, has arrived here. 
She reports that she left Samoa on the 21st 
of March, and that tho United States man- 
of-war Nipsic had I icon floated off of the 
beach, tho natives lending material assist­ 
ance. 
Beforo tho hurricane burst every precau­ 
tion had i>een taken by tho commander of 
the Calliope to render the vessel secure. 
Five anchors had been dropped, but when 
tho storm was at its height four of the an­ 
chor chains snapped and tho vessel began 
to drift. 
Tho captain then determined to 
leave the roofs and, jf possible, roach tho 
open sea. This ho eventually succeeded 
In doing, working his way out at tho rate 
of half a knot an hour. 
Tremendous seas 
broko over tho vessel, inflicting much dam­ 
age, but fortunately not a lifo wa~. lost. 
Thousands of people flocked to tho water­ 
side to soo the Calliope, and all united in 
praising tho pluck of hor captain. 
W ashington, April 4.—No news had 
been received by officers of tho navy de­ 
partment up to 7:30 o’clock last evening in 
regard to tho floating of the Nipsic at 
Samoa. 
Tho announcement that the vessel 
had been floated was received with a great 
deal of satisfaction by Secretary Tracy aud 
tho bureau officers of tho navy department. 
“ That’s good news; that’s good. I am glad 
to hear it,” said tho Secretary. 
Commodore Walker, chief of tho bureau 
of navigation, was also highly gratified at 
the intelligence. 
“That’s a gain of #ne,” 
said he. 
“ If we can get her afloat and 
sent to Auckland and repair it will bo do­ 
ing very well. 
I am glad to hear that 
she has been floated. 
Tho Nipsic is a good 
boat, a very good one of her kind.” 
He 
did not think it likely that the Trenton or 
Vandalia could bo saved, as tho dispetches 
indicated they wore too badly damaged.
